Kansas City is a meteor in the bright constellation of American cities. A century 
ago, herds of buffalo:grazed where colossal skyscrapers now stand. At the junction of two 
great rivers, the Missouri and the Kaw, the painted braves of the Kanzas tribe fished, 
hunted and sealped. Palefaces appeared on the Santa Fe trail, westward highway of prog- 
ress on which the prairie schooners of the traders rumbled in journeys of commercial con- 
quest. Blood was spilled. ‘Tepees vanished. Cabins were built. Grain was sowed and 
crops harvested. ‘Traders voyaged and returned with wealth from the Spanish southwest. 

Even then, at the dawn of the nineteenth century, Kansas City, a trading post on 
the edge of the western frontier, was the nation’s only natural gateway of commerce be- 
tween the great producing territory of the west and southwest and the markets of the 
north and east. Soon boats, railroads and a host of settlers arrived. More corn was 
planted. More cattle were raised. ‘Then came more mineral production, more industries, 
more education, more prosperity and thriving on all these, wide-awake Kansas City grew 
and continues to grow. 

Mighty metropolis is Kansas City, a city bounteous, hospitable and kind! She 
reaches out her arms to welcome you either as a permanent resident or a transient guest. 





THE IMPOSSIBILITY OF “A CODE” OF ETHICS FOR BUSINESS. 





While the striking and most beneficial thing in every way in the individual Rotary 
club is the organization with but one representative of each line of service in the commun- 
ity, we find a different opportunity in International Rotary, and without any inconsistency. 
There is in International Rotary, strange as it may seem, an opportunity to bring together 
im helpful fellowship many men of the same line of business or profession. Perhaps it is 
a case of getting the distance sense described by Paul Harris in a recent issue of THE 
Rorartan. At any rate, when competitors or men engaged in the same line of work are 
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separated from each other by long stretches of territory they feel more inclined to get 
er and counsel with each other than they would were they all situated in the same 
community. 

And so the trade and professional section meetings, of which there will be upwards 
of a hundred at least at Houston, with one whole day given up to their deliberations will 
doubtless prove of the greatest imaginable benefit to the men who participate in them. Not 
only that, but it is possible that these deliberations may prove of inestimable value to th 
profession, craft or trade of which they respectively are representative parts. In these littl 
trade and professional section gatherings ol Rotary may be born ideas of mutual helpfulness 
and codperation and greater efliciency which will be radiated back to the great national! 
trade and professional organizations. For example: ‘There is the proposition of a cod 
of ethics for business. I don’t think there should be a code of ethics for business, because 
| don’t think there can be a code or one code of ethics for all business. ‘There may be a 
general creed or exemplification of what general fundamental principles of trade and sery- 
ice all business men will subseribe to, but that will not be a code in the meaning of th 
word as we use it in relation to the professions. The various professional men’s codes are 
alike in spirit but of necessity they differ very greatly in form. ‘The architect’s code reads 
differently than the lawyer’s code or the physician’s code. Likewise, it seems to me ther 
must be a different sort of a code evolved for the retail shoe men than will be evolved fo 
the paper box manufacturers, or for the electrical engineers. 

In other words, just as each one of the professions has for itself formulated thos: 
lefinite rules for the conduct of the members of that profession towards their clients o1 
patrons, towards their fellow members of their profession and towards the other professions 
branches of service to which they come tangent in their work and towards the commun 

at large, just so each other line of service, each trade or business, likewise must develop 
lar rules of conduct for that particular trade or business. 

What is the difference between a profession and a business? 

The primary difference is in the recording and preserving of all the knowledge o 
science of the profession; secondly, in the fact that no one is allowed to undertake to serv 
society in a profession without first making himself a master of its science or recorded 
knowledge; and, thirdly, in that each profession has its code of ethics or rules of condu 


for its members with the three-fold relation to client, competitor and sdciety. 

Business in general has no science, no schooling, no ethics. It is just a game ol 
making or losing money. But the dawn of the dignity of business service is at hand. Afte: 
all, there is no essential difference between a business and a profession—so far as the idea « 
service to society is concerned. There is no essential difference between cutting out an appen 
dix and carving out a dining room table. ‘They are both requisites of good society. Now, 
what will happen if the men engaged in any certain line decide to record, make a library 
you please, of all that men ever learned regarding the work of that business and then no one is 
permitted, whether it be by law or public opinion to engage in that business without du 
study of its history and of the things and elements which make for success in the business ’ 
And by success I mean make that business of service to the community. And then suppose th 
men in that business also formulate a code of ethics which shall be their rules of conduct in 
their relation to their customers, their competitois, their allies and the community. W1! 
not that business have risen to the rank of a profession and if we carry this thing out fa 
enough will we not have raised all businesses to the rank of the professions, and wil: not 
the apparent differences between professions and trades disappear and will not all be upo 
the high level of service? This will be accomplishing one of the objects now stated in the 
constitution of nearly every Rotary club—the recognition of the equal worthiness of al 
legitimate occupations. 

Can you not dream with me for a moment the possibility of Rotarians in ea 
branch of business in their trade section meetings, and in their trade section organizatio! 
which will be continued throughout the vear, formulating the bases of codes of ethics whi 
will be transplanted from the Rotarian nursery to the larger fields of the national trad 
1 


organizations and there be nursed and developed into a real code of ethics for each trade 


Can you not see what a far reaching effect such a thing as that would have and thereto!

When the construction work, now well ad- 
vanced, is completed, the results secured will 
include very convenient communication be- 
tween the various railroads over tracks from 
which grade crossings have been entirely 
eliminated, and a passenger terminal afford- 
ing the most liberal and modern provisions 
for comfort of the traveler, and the prompt 
movement of trains which are fast increasing 
in number and already total about 300 daily. 
While amply providing for these results, the 
roads have also established in the passenger 
station a monument of which any city might 
be proud, and which, in fact, stands well to 
the front among the large railroad stations of 
the country in architectural merit as well as 
in size and practical convenience. 

The style of architecture is the modified 
French Renaissance which has been worked 
out in very massive proportions, and at the 
same time presents the appearance of digni- 
fied simplicity. ‘To secure this result, simple 
materials have been used throughout. The 
Bedford lime-stone and New 
England granite. ‘The walls of the grand 
lobby are of Kasota marble rising 90 feet 
from a floor 150 feet by 300 feet, with lines

N JULY 4, 
1850, news

Kansas City has always had progressive, 
public spirited men as its citizens and in 
these early days they neglected their busi- 
ness to work for the improvements of their 
city. 

In 1856 these men met to discuss a very 
serious matter that had come up in connec- 
tion with the railroad company’s plans for 
completing the railroad. It was the inten- 
tion to make Independence, Mo., the western 
terminus of this railroad. It must have been 
at this meeting that the “Kansas City Spirit” 
was born, for these citizens at once sub- 
scribed $300,000.00 towards the project of 
bringing that railroad into Kansas City, and 
when the delegation presented its claims and 
money subscribed to the railroad company, 
Kansas City won, this railroad being com- 
pleted into Kansas City several years later, 
September 25, 1865. August 10, 1863, the 
Kansas Pacific Railroad Company, now 
known as the Union Pacific Railroad Com- 
pany, began construction on the first railroad 
west of the Missouri River, and the first pas- 
senger train went out of Kansas City west- 
ward for a short distance over this road, 
November 28, 1964. 

From this time on the commercial world 
recognized Kansas City as a great distribut- 
ing center and railroads realizing the impor- 
tance of having facilities into Kansas City, 
rushed the construction of their lines with all 
speed possible. 

Once again the “Kansas City Spirit” gave 
evidence of its existence when in thirty days 


a million and a quarter dollars was sub- 
scribed for a boat line project that has today 
been realized and with its fleet-of eight boats 
and barges, others now building, a wharf 
house of structural steel 306 x 40 ft. and with 
a wharf proper 50 ft. wide by 526 ft. long, 
Kansas City is now not only in touch with 
the markets of the great cities of the United 
States, but the markets of the whole world.

ing is constructed in Kansas City which does 
not have foundation and walls intended to 
carry from six to ten additional stories, all 
of which speaks volumes for the confidence 
manifested by the citizens in the sure and 
certain growth in population. 

In. the Reliance building, a solid concrete 
structure at Tenth and McGee, are the offices 
of the Rotary Club of Kansas City. 

But Kansas City is primarily a city of 
beautiful homes, and a trip over the fifty- 
seven miles of magnificent boulevards will 
convince any stranger that she has no equal, 
not only in the grandeur of her larger homes, 
but in the artistic design of the more modest 
homes and bungalows. ‘This is made 
sible by the bountiful supply of natural lime- 
stone which is obtainable at low cost by 
home-builders, who are able, by the aid of 
cement stucco, to combine a substantial, solid 
appearance with the graceful lines, blending 
in to make a succession of pleasing views, as 
one rapidly travels over the miles and miles 
of smooth asphalt streets, as well as the 
boulevard system. 

The writer in driving visitors over the 
residence section of Kansas City, has often 
been asked—‘“Where are these people all em- 
ployed?” and the answer is that Kansas 
Citians have never taken very enthusiastical 
ly to living in flats, as the splendid street 
car facilities have enabled them to spread 
out. In this way, they have been able to 
obtain lots at a low cost, upon which they 


pos- 


could construct a home far more economical- 
ly than to pay rent for an apartment, as is 
so often done in other large cities. On this 
account, instead of finding blocks and blocks 
of large flat buildings, housing seventy-five 
and hundred families, we find spread 
out along these beautiful boulevards and 
parkways seventy-five or one hundred differ-

In some of the residence districts prizes 
are given for the best kept lawns, and there 
is keen rivalry among the home owners to 
win these annual prizes. Many other unique 
schemes are worked out to stimulate rivalry 
in neighborhoods, and each public school 
house has garden plots where the children 
are encouraged to develop an interest in 
growing trees and gardens. In fact, every 
tendency of the public press, the schools and 
churches has been to encourage the citizens 
to own and improve their own homes. 

Three factors operate largely to the ad- 
vantage of the home-builder in Kansas City. 

First: His ability to land on 
asphalt streets with all improvements for 
eighteen or twenty dollars per front foot. and 
if he wishes to purchase on a boulevard, he

ean secure attractive lots for thirty-five or 
fifty dollars per front foot. 

Second: He ean secure a lot which is re- 
stricted and which insures him that no store 
or other objectionable building W il] interfere 
with the enjoyment of his home in future 
years. 

’ But the last one is the question of taxa- 
tion, which makes it possible after the home 
is built for the owner to live at a tax rate 
which does not oppress him in any way, for 
the parks and boulevards of Kansas City 
have been paid for in cash, and he is not 
asked to pay the interest on bonds issued to

quality of its people may be known when it 

is remembered that they are the sons and 

daughters of liberty-loving and daring pio- 

neers who fought for Union and honor, and 

battled with pioneer conditions until our fer- 

tile soil paid tribute in harvests of golden 

grain which have made Kansas City the cen- 

ter of the richest agricultural belt in the 
country. 

Within the limits of this article it is only 
possible to deal at moderate length with the 
churches and schools of Kansas City, Mo. 
All shades of religious belief are found here. 
A cordial spirit of comity and codperation 
prevails, fostered by the Church Federation, 
whose activity in promoting fellowship and 
united effort, and avoiding elements of fric- 
tion and discord is fully recognized. All 
the great denominations, such as the Roman 
Catholic, Methodist, Baptist, Disciple, Con- 
gregational, Presbyterian and Episcopalians 
have large and influential constituencies and 
buildings on commodious lines for housing 
them. Of lesser numerical strength, yet ex- 
erting wide influence, are the Hebrew and 
Christian Science churches. There are also 
churches of the more liberal tenets, and in 
diminishing ratio the devotees of modern 
cults ad nauseum. 

Kansas City ranks first in the country in 
the extent and variety of its park system, 
covering more than 57 miles of boulevards 
and driveways, including every phase of 
natural and artificial adornment, and cun- 
ning in its devices for the pleasure and 
recreation of our citizens both young and old. 
Some unique features of church architecture 
and enterprise follow the lines of these boule- 
vards. The Jewish Temple, costing $125,000, 
is pure Grecian, with rare Lafarge windows. 


As a pile of strong, chaste and symmetrical 
architecture it has no rival in the city. The 
First Congregational is early English of 
eathedral-like and lMposing proportions on 
which, with the manse adjoining, more than 
$200,000 has been spent. ‘The Independence 
Boulevard Christian Church homes , 
the largest congregations of that body in the 
United States. Its large Sunday 
building contains more than 50 rooms and 
is equipped with gymnasium, swimming 
pool and every convenience known to the 
modern church. The Grand Avenue Metho- 
dist Episcopal Chureh has met the down- 
town problem with an heroic venture. A 
12-story, fire-proof, steel, reinforced con- 
crete office building stands on the lot. 
Alongside is the church building with a seat 
ing capacity of 1,500 and containing one of 
the largest pipe-organs in the west, worth 
$25,000. The entire plant cost $400,000. 
Other church edifices worthy of mention are 
the Second Chureh of Christ Scientist and 
the First Baptist. 

The Public School system of Kansas City, 
Mo., is planned on a large and generous 
scale. The problem which annually faces 
the Board of Edueation is that of meeting 
the constantly growing demands made neces- 
sary by its constantly growing constituency. 
There are 84 schoolhouses, not including two 
new high schools now in course of erection 
one nearly complete, the other on the way 
costing between four and five hundred thou 
sand dollars each. The total valuation of 
school property exceeds nine million dollars. 
More than 40,000 pupils are enrolled, 6,000 
of which are in the high schools. Twelve 
hundred teachers are employed to instruct 
this great army. Manual and _ vocational 
training is offered and the practical features 
he

of the Garv schools are second to none in t 
country. They, with the churches, conspire 
to “Make Kansas City a good place to live 
in.” 

Home surroundings are admitted to have 
a vital effect upon a man’s prosperity and 
happiness. In this city we are providing 
sanctuaries of inspiration and institutions of 
education to lena their influence to the better- 
ment of the home surroundings of all classes.

indicated by the bank clearings it has for 

some time stood in the sixth place. The city 

has over thirty banks with deposits of about 
one hundred and forty million dollars. 

Kansas City is the financial capital of the 
territory extending from the Missouri River 
west to central Colorado and Arizona, south 
to the Rio Grande River, and east to the 
Louisiana and Arkansas state line. The 
larger part of the cattle, hogs, wheat, corn, 
and other products of this great territory, ex- 
cept cotton, find their way to market through 
the Kansas City gateway. 

Kansas City, Missouri, has an assessed 
valuation of approximately two hundred mil- 
lion dollars, and an actual valuation of over 
five hundred million dollars. The total city 
debt, including water works, amounts to 
$6,121,000. The water works plant owned 
by the city is considered worth at least ten 
million dollars and the parks, boulevards, 
and other city properties are valued at twelve 
million dollars more. The tax rate on this 
low assessed valuation is twelve and one-half 
mills. This is the strongest financial state- 


posi- 


ment of any city of similar size in the 
United States. 

In addition to the assessed valuation shown 
by Kansas City, Missouri—Kansas City, Kan- 
which is included in Kansas 
City, although unfortunately cut off by the 
state line, has an assessed valuation of more 
than ninety million dollars, with excellent 
parks and public buildings owned by the 
municipality, and a population of approxi- 
mately one hundred thousand. 

Among the financial institutions of Kan- 
sas City must be mentioned the insurance 
companies which, during the last few years, 
have been growing rapidly. Kansas City will 
undoubtedly in a few years be an important

insurance center, both for life and 
panies. ‘The most important 
company has over fifty million dollars of in- 
surance in force and current assets of about 
four million dollars. 

There is every reason to think that Kansas 
City will be able to maintain indefinitely its 
business rank of sixth place in the list of 
cities and if the present ratio of increase in 
bank clearings should be maintained, it is 
not a difficult mathematical problem to fore- 
cast the time when it will occupy fifth place. 

The latest evidence of Kansas City’s lead- 
ing position as a financial center is the selec- 
tion by the U. 8S. Government of Kansas City, 
Missouri, for the location of one of the twelve 
regional reserve banks under the new U. S. 
Currency Act. The Rotary club very actively 
presented Kansas City’s claims as a city 
entitled to be named as a reserve center.

It is large 
enough to have an abundance of labor with- 
out the ill effects of congested labor condi- 
tions of other large manufacturing cities. 

Situated as it is, the entire West and 


Southwest lies at its doors, it has a local 
selling territory larger in extent than any 
other great city in the country. It is the 
gateway to the fast growing territory to the 
west and southwest, which has an estimated 
population of over 25,000,000. 


The transportation facilities of Kansas 
City are equaled by only one other city in the 
country. ‘There are sixteen (16) trunk lines 
entering the city, and subordinate to these, 
there are thirty-two (32) separate lines of 
railroads extending in every direction. 

In addition to these, there is in operation 
a well equipped and successfully operated 
steamboat line plying the Missouri and Mis- 
sissippi Rivers between Kansas City and St.

President 


Great Leader of Leaders in Three Nations

HEN. at the very outset, a biogra- 

pher is sworn to secrecy concerning 

the age of his Johnson and com- 
manded to apply the pianissimo pedal when 
it comes to the praise passages in the score, 
the task of being a Boswell cannot be called 
enviable. Because, according to the modern 
adage, “a man is only as old as he feels” the 
matter of Russell Folkerth Greiner’s years 
makes very little difference, but to write 
about him without extolling him is not only 
well nigh impossible but unjust. If any of 
Rotary’s notables are deserving of laudation, 
our present International President is. 

But enough of introductory persiflage. 
must woo the muse of pertinent facts. 

The surrender of Lee at Appomattox was 
only a three-year-old theme of conversation 

‘| trust that I’m not violating my pledge 
of secrecy—and the migration of the carpet- 
baggers to the stricken south had just begun 
when a very wise stork dropped a very pink 
bundle of humanity down the chimney of a 
house in Xenia, Ohio. The proud claimants 
of the bundle, George A. and Patience Grein- 
er, named their new possession Russell Folk- 
erth Greiner. The date of this memorable 
event was October 17. The year? You can 
do your own figuring. My aforementioned 
promise binds me to silence. 

Unfortunately, | know very little about the 
babyhood of this pink bundle but my belief 
is that it slept much, cried more, was intense- 
ly interested in its toes and took a barbaric 
fancy to bright colors. I know about as 
much about his early boyhood. Again I 
must satisfy my curiosity with some surmises. 
[| have an idea that “Russ” Greiner had 
freckles, warts, a fondness for stray dogs, a 
marvelous appetite and all the other common 
ills to which the average American small boy 
is heir. 

I do not have to rely solely upon my imag- 
ination when it comes to chronicling his an- 
cestry. I can rely on facts. Russell Greiner 
sprang from militant stock. His mother, 
whose maiden name was Folkerth, was de- 
scended from the Virginia family of that 
name and the New Jersey Wyckoffs, the lat- 
ter of English ancestry. When Virginia 


mustered her troops for the colonial army, 
the Folkerths were among the first to volun- 
teer. 

The family of Russell’s father originated 
in Germany. His great-grandfather, George 
Greiner, enlisted in the Continental Army 
from Burkes county, Pennsylvania; served 
under “Mad Anthony” Wayne in the latter’s 
spectacular campaign; and camped with the 
troops of George Washington on the blood- 
red snows of Valley Forge. On his father’s 
maternal side were the Woodwards of Con- 
necticut, another family prominent in the 
war of independence. 

After the fall of Yorktown and in the 
early days of the republic, President Greiner’s 
great-grandfather migrated westward and set- 
tled in Greene county, Ohio. It was here 
that his grandfather and father were born; 
here they lived their active lives; here they 
were laid to rest. His father died only a 
year ago, at the age of 82. His mother 
passed away at the age of 73 years in 1908. 
President Greiner has one sister, Mrs. Wil- 
liam M. Wilson, of Xenia, Ohio, and no 
brothers. 

President Greiner ran the educational 
vamut from First Reader to Virgil’s Aeneid 
in the public schools of Xenia and drank 
from the fount of knowledge at Xenia Col- 
lege for one year. Upon leaving school, he 
took up newspaper work in Xenia, serving an 
apprenticeship on the reportorial staff of the 
Xenia Gazette and acting as special corre- 
spondent for several metropolitan dv ilies. He 
was the Gazette’s star reporter. He couldn’t 
get away from it. He was the Gazeite’s only 
reporter. 

Russell’s Alexandrian ambitions overflowed 
the boundaries of Xenia; he sought other and 
larger worlds to conquer and following Hor- 
ace Greeley’s well-known advice, went west 
He had a traveling companion, Al- 
The Greiners and Conwells 
The families occupied ad- 
joining pews at the church. “Fred” and 
“Russ” were and are a Damon and Pythias 
combination. Chums when they graduated 
from dresses to knickerbockers, they are pals 
and business associates to this day, Mr. Con- 


in 1889. 
fred 'T. Conwell. 
were neighbors. 
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well being secretary of the company of which 
Mr. Greiner is the vice-president. 

Kansas City was the destination of the two 
young wanderers. Upon arrival in the Mis- 
sourl city, Russell accepted a position in the 
editorial department of the Kansas City 
Times, then the most influential newspaper 
in the central west. In covering police court 
and politics, in writing the tragedies and 
comedies of real life, the future president of 
the Rotary Club learned an invaluable lesson. 
He learned men, their strength and their 
weaknesses. He also was wiser than the 
average reporter. He knew when to quit. 

Tendered a position as salesman for a 
wholesale shoe and boot house, he went on 
the road for a year and then, in April, 1891, 
resigned to enter the employ of the Union 
Bank Note Company as a salesman. He has 
been with this concern since that time. With- 
in a very few years after becoming affiliated 
with the company, he was made first vice- 
president. He holds this same position to- 
day, having charge of the sales department. 

As the concern’s vice-president, Greiner oc- 
cupies a position of honor and responsibility 
for the Union Bank Note Company has 
grown from a small lithographing company 
to one of the largest and best known produc- 
ers of lithographing, steel plate engraving and 
printing in the United States with a reputa- 
tion for high class productions in all branches 
of the graphic arts. During the past five 
years the company has been signally honored 
by being selected by the lithographers of 
Germany as the only American lithographing 
company to present to the commercial artists 
of Europe in their trade magazine samples of 
American lithography. 

President Greiner was married September 
29, 1897, to Miss Grace Poteet, of Sedalia, 
Missouri. ‘hey have two daughters, Jane 
DeKEtta and Grace Elizabeth, and a delight- 
ful home at 3643 Harrison Boulevard in Kan- 
sas City, where Rotarians are always welcome. 
He is a member and officer of the Linwood 
Avenue Methodist Episcopal Church. 

Although he has always taken a keen in- 
terest in politics, President Greiner is not a 
politician and has repeatedly refused to be- 
come a candidate for office. 

In addition to being a Rotarian, President 
(Greiner is a member of the Commercial Club, 
the City Club and the Knife and Fork Club 
of Kansas City. (Membership in the latter 
organization, by the way, does not hinge on 
whether or not an applicant is an expert at 


using the non-prenged table weapon.) He 
was never very active in any organization 
until he joined the Rotary Club, which ap- 
pealed especially to him as something worth 
while. He was a charter member of the Ro- 
tary Club of Kansas City, organized in May, 
1910, and in September, 1911, was independ- 
ent candidate for president of the organiza- 
tion and was elected, receiving all but four 
votes. Following a very successful adminis- 
tration, Mr. Greiner the next year refused 
re-election even though he was assured that 
should he consent to be a candidate a petition, 
signed by every member of the club, would 
be presented to him. He has always taken 
the stand that one year is all that any man 
should hold the position of president and 
firmly believes that the honor should be 
passed around. 

Unable to get him to run for a second 
term as president of the Kansas City club, 
the members elected him a delegate to the 
1911 Convention, held in September at Du- 
luth, and when international officers were 
chosen, Russell F. Greiner was hailed as the 
new vice-president. 

It was a very happy selection for Russel! 
Greiner proved himself a very active and effi- 
cient vice-president, regarding the office as 
something other than an honorary position. 
He kept in close touch with each club in the 
central division and repeatedly encouraged 
expansion. During his,regime, the number 
of clubs in his division increased from six- 
teen to twenty-four and the seeds of Rotary 
were sown in pristine soil at Sioux City, In- 
dianapolis, Milwaukee, Madison, Grand Rap 
ids, Peoria, Springfield, Ill., and Joliet. 
Either in his official capacity or as an hon- 
ored guest, he visited the clubs at Omaha, 
Sioux City, St. Joseph, Dallas, Houston, Gal- 
veston and Dayton. Under his leadership. 
strenuous attempts were made to start clubs 
at Akron, Canton, Springfield, O., Joplin, 
South Bend and Terre Haute, altho thes 
labors did not bear immediate fruit 

Russell Greiner’s record as a vice-president 
entitled him to a promotion and he was re- 
warded at the Buffalo convention of 191° 
when he was unanimously elected presiden| 
of the International Association of Rotar) 
Clubs. Compared to his progressive record as 
president, Greiner was traveling on lo 
speed during his term of office as vice-pres'- 
dent. Since his inauguration, he has lengt!- 
ened his working day from twenty-four 
twenty-eight hours and has become famous 
as the migratory executive.

As a correspondent, President Greiner has 
been even more energetic than as a traveler. 
Since his election to the presidency his Ro- 
tary correspondence has compelled him to 
work almost every evening until ten or eleven 
Only his family can best appreciate 
how much he has given to International Ro- 
tary during the past year. There is not a 
club in Rotary but what one or more of its 
members has received a personal letter from 
President Greiner. Just he is said to 
have glad-handed himself into the presidenc\ 
so by his warm and friendly letters he has 
made himself known and liked in every part 
of Rotarydom. His letters have cheered and 
encouraged hundreds of Rotarians in the per 
formance of their duties as officers or commit- 
feemen and done much to knit the organiza- 
tion together for greater usefulness.

In a humorous vein, Russell conducted the 
readers over Xenia and pointed out the lead- 
ing citizens, town characters and prominent 
buildings, connecting them with some ap- 
plicable witticism. The sale of the book, 
which ran through several editions, financed 
the cost of the celebration. 

When Greiner “came home,” he was wel- 
comed by three thousand residents of Xenia. 
On stepping off the train, he was taken into 
custody by the chief of police, loaded into a 
mule-drawn and antiquated cab and escorted 
through the streets of the city by the Sons 
of Veterans band, the fire department and a 
flotilla of automobiles. 


“Next to being international president of 
Rotary, this was the greatest event of my 
life,’ Greiner declares. 

Unselfishly has Russell Greiner agreed to 
a shortening (by two months) of his term of 
office so that the Association might assemble 
in Texas in June. At the Houston conven- 
tion, his successor is to be chosen. Greiner 
may hand his gavel to another but he will 
not retire to Rotary’s Hall of Fame. He is 
too enthusiastic a Rotarian, too active a Ro- 
tarian to rest upon laurels already won. 
There is more work for him to do for Rotary. 
But when the time comes and Greiner is 
ready to stand back, he will find his niche 
waiting for him. He has carved it out for 
himself with the blade of service, wielded 
willingly and unselfishly.

Some Suggestions for Seeking and Avoiding the Lime-Light. 





Newspaper Publicity and Civic Welfare Work 
of the Rotary Clubs 


By E. L. Skeel

I N THE waning hours of the Buffalo con- 
vention of 1913, an international com- 

mittee on publicity and general informa- 
tion was created by the adoption of the fol- 
lowing resolutions : 

Whereas, We have heard the question, ‘‘ What 
is a Rotary club?’’ and believe it should be the 
duty of a committee to correctly answer this ques- 
tion and also to advertise in the proper way our 
organization so that there shall be no misconcep- 
tion, therefore be it 

Resolved, That the president appoint an inter- 
national committee to be known as ‘‘The Com- 
mittee on Publicity and General Information’’ 
and the various local presidents be requested to 
appoint local committees to co-operate with the in- 
ternational committee, and be it further 

Resolved, That the purpose of these committees 
shall be to furnish to the public through the press 
and otherwise all information regarding the prin- 
ciples and high purposes of the Rotary club and 
Rotarianism. 

As chairman of this committee on publicity 
and general information, I have received dur- 
ing the past eight months any number of in- 
quiries requesting views on general publicity 
for Rotary clubs through the daily news- 
papers and also the desirability and results 
of co-operation with other clubs and civic 
bodies in matters of civic importance. There 
is some diversity of opinion upon these sub- 
jects. 

In regard to publicity, my own opinion is 
that newspaper representatives should always 
be welcome at a Rotary meeting. ‘The news- 
papers should be privileged to publish any- 
thing which occurs at a Rotary meeting which 
they consider of news value. 

It is proper for the club to invite publicity 
with reference to those occurrences which are 
not purely local or internal in character. In 
other words, anything in which the general 
public would take an interest may properly 
be given to the newspapers. 

It is not proper to expect the newspapers 
to publish all matters of purely internal im- 
port or relating to the general routine of the 
club’s business. 

As an illustration, extracts from papers or 
addresses given before your club upon any 
of the topics which are embraced by the gen- 
eral term “business efficiency” probably 
should be given to the papers. The views of 
those whom you invite to speak before your 


club on these subjects, whether they are club 
members or not, are worthy of publicity. The 
same thing would apply to addresses on mat- 
ters of public import, either business or civie. 

I think publicity to a reasonable degree in- 
creases the interest of your own members in 
the work of the club. It also gives the club 
a better standing in the community, especially 
if the articles show that the club is doing 
a constructive work among its own members 
along the lines above indicated. There was 
a time in the early history of Rotary when it 
was, in my judgment, unwise to seek pub- 
licity because our position was not very clear- 
ly defined. I think many of the clubs, 
especially the newer ones, are going too far 
in this direction at present, but where a club 
has been established for a matter of five years 
its real purpose is better understood and there 
is no reason why publicity to a reasonable 
degree and along careful lines should not 
work to its advantage. 

Care should be observed to avoid a seeming 
attempt to give the club more of a public 
character than it really has. In our scheme 
of organization we have secured the many ad- 
vantages of limited membership. This limita- 
tion restricts the club with respect to its pos- 
sible influence as a public body for the reason 
that we represent not the public but only our 
own members. It has been said that we are 
a representative club. We are so far as our 
internal affairs are concerned. We are repre- 
sentative in the sense that we cannot be dom- 
inated by any one business or profession. But 
neither you nor I can represent in the Rotary 
club or elsewhere a body of non-members who 
had no voice in our selection. 

In regard to activity in civic matters, some 
clubs have taken a very advanced position. 
notably Duluth, where the Rotary club is 
publicly recognized as being a most efficient 
and active civic organization in the city. | 
cannot help but think, however, but that in 
this they must have sacrificed some of the 
other advantages of Rotary, especially in the 
matter of the proportionate amount of time 
devoted to the study of efficiency and service 
in business. I think that programs of an edu- 
cational nature upon public matters, both of 
a business and civic character, should occa- 
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sionally and even frequently be arranged. As 
a general rule, | am opposed to the adoption 
of resolutions placing the club on record on 
such matters unless there is no room for a 
reasonable man to doubt the wisdom of the 
proposed resolution. If resolutions are con- 
stantly offered and adopted upon public mat- 
ters it is apt to do two things—first, make the 
club a forum for the discussion of civic mat- 
ters to the exclusion of everything else and 
second, place it in antagonism to other com- 
mercial bodies. Both of these possibilities 
should be avoided. 

Civie work should be in the main educa- 
tional and if programs of this nature are ar- 
ranged, it will have a very large influence 
through the individual influence of the mem- 
bers. 

There is still another field in which the 
club can be of use and that is in co-operating 
with the respective commercial organizations 
in a general movement for the advancement 
of the municipality. Where a request is made 


of the Rotary club that it should co-operate 
and if the sentiment is practically unanimous 
that the proposed movement is a good one, 
there is no reason why the club should not 
join just as private individuals would join. 
Here, too, however, it should be certain that 
there is no reasonable room for doubt as to 
the wisdom of the ultimate end to be attained 
and under all circumstances care should be 
exercised not to join in a movement which is 
espoused by some organizations and opposed 
by others. 

The Rotary club cannot do everything. It 
should seek to do one thing well rather than to 
engage in a multiplicity of undertakings. Its 
peculiar function is to stimulate its members 
to the highest possible degree of efficiency and 
the highest conception of service as related 
to the business of each one of them. This is a 
broad field in itself. Its possibilities are un- 
limited. Rotary will find its true mission, 
its greatest success and its highest inspiration 
to its members in this field.

HE writer once heard Bill Haywood 

say that we can get along without law-

There must be something universally hu- 
man about Rotary, for it has impelled that 
clergyman working in the slums of a great 
city and that bishop who ministers to the 
more favored in this life. And betewen these 
antipodal methods of service in the church 
as represented by the slum-worker and the 
bishop is a growing company of clergymen 
of every denomination under the sun, forget- 
ful of sects and schisms in the presence of 
the serious spirit of Rotary. Their letters to 
the chairman of the section for clergymen are 
full-packed, hope-filled, intense, believing. 


“More than almost any other organization 
that I know of, the Rotary idea stands for 
the essential spirit of Christianity,’ wrote a 
clergyman whose experience in a great city 
has brought him in touch with the extremes 
in life. And his letter voiced the beliefs of 
all the men writing. 

Now, Rotarians, if you have been lured 
this far in this article may your curiosity 
if nothing else—cause you to read on. It has 
been written for the express purpose of lead- 
ing you to believe that the minister in your 
local Rotary club is a man you should get 
pretty close to, for he has no denominational 


designs on you; he has neither the time nor 
the inclination to make sectarian assets out 
of his Rotary privileges; and his interest in 
you based on his admiration for your 
stand for the fundamental principles of In- 
ternational Rotary. He doesn’t care a tink- 
er’s—a tinker’s, well, a tinker’s-tinker, for 
your creed as such. Your mere mental theo- 
logical attitude is, to him, your religious lib- 
erty and right. He has taken a fancy to 
you and to your club because both are so 
much larger than the partial expressions of 
church creeds; and he will stay by you and 
by Rotary until (which God forbid) the free, 
fine, ethical spirit of the movement perchanc« 
crystallizes into a formal institutionalism. 
But this he does not really fear, for he feels 
that Rotary drew you because it met some 
deep need in your own soul that you had 
failed to find elsewhere. Believe that the 
clergymen in Rotary are pastors of the great, 
all-out-doors; pastors of the market-place, 
the counting-room, the factory; they have 
locked their study doors for a time to go 
down into the hot street of human passions 
and conflicting ideas to help you, by precept 
and example, teach your fellows the unity 
that should pervade life.

Rotarians, the preacher is a good man to 
have around at times other than weddings 
and funerals. He is more than a priest at 
Hymen’s altar and above the coffin. He will 
be a good fellow to have at Houston in June. 
And many Rotary clergymen in correspon- 
dence with the writer are bent on getting 
there, albeit the boxcar rather than the Pull- 
man may have to their mode of travel.

‘The six cities—Seattle, Portland, 
Spokane, ‘Tacoma, Vancouver and Victoria 
sent their most representative men, every on 
a true Rotarian to the core, and to single out 
any club for particular mention would be 
doing an injustice to the others. 

By one o’clock on February 21, the visiting 
delegates had been welcomed by their Tacoma 
brethren. Soon afterwards all sat down t 
lunch at the Commercial Club, 350 or so in 
number. Each of the six presidents took 
charge of the meeting for fifteen minutes and 
the stunts delivered by members of their re- 
spective clubs were original and well staged 
Governor Lister, who is an honorary membe! 
of the Tacoma club, gave a short talk. 

The meeting then adjourned to the large 
assembly hall and the serious work of the 
convention began. ‘The program 
speeches has been given in Mr. Stearns’ ar- 
ticle. The session concluded with a genera! 
discussion of which Mr. E. L. Skeel too 
charge. 

Thereafter a move was made upstairs to 
a banquet spread in the big dining room. 
There the delegates let their pent-up spirits 
go and for some hours speech, song, chorus 
and banter followed in swift succession. An 
other short talk by Governor Lister won the 
hearty applause of the delegates and a motion 
was carried nem con that Victoria should be 
the scene of the next gathering. 

Those who prolonged their visit to the fol- 
lowing day attended. divine service and re- 
ceived spiritual instruction on Rotary from 
the ministerial viewpoint, the remainder of 
the Sabbath being devoted to visiting the var 
ious points of interest in and about th 
charming City of Destiny under the solicitou 
guidance of the local Rotarians.

Rotary 
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Rotary—An Opportunity for the Advancement 
of Business Ethics 
By R. H. Clarke 


Member of the Rotary Club of Tacoma 


AM here to speak to you for a few mo- 

ments on the subject, “Rotary Ideals.” 

Just why it becomes my part to use this 
as my subject in representing the Tacoma 
club on this program is not apparent, ex- 
cept that in an unguarded moment I let slip 
that I had had a vision of an ideal for the 
Rotary club movement. One thinks of an 
ideal as something very desirable if possible 
to attain, but extremely doubtful, if indeed 
not impossible of accomplishment. An ideal- 
ist is thought of as visionary. So I shall 
leave it to you whether my vision be a fancy 
idealized, or, in its accomplishment, a fact 
realized. 

In my judgment the Rotary movement 
needs ideals. ‘The principles of Rotary are 
so very new that its precepts have not as yet 
had time to crystallize. Many, even of the 
older members, have very vague impressions 
of what it is all about. ‘The new membe: 
joins thinking too often that all he should 
do is to stand in a circle with the others, 
scratch the back of the man in front and in 
turn have his own rubbed from behind. The 
question that is in his mind as to the real 
animus of the thing seems to be answered by 
the words of the song,—‘*We’re here because 
we're here, because we’re here, because we’r 
here.” 

There never was anything like it in busi- 
there are no records of past perform- 
ance, no standard of comparison by which to 
measure progress; there is no rival threaten- 
ing to usurp the field. But there is something 
about it that first attracts, then interests, and 
in turn fascinates and electrifies. That 
“something” must be the facility of acquain- 
tance. It is a club of business and profes- 
sional men, each alone in his field, meeting 
men of other pursuits and occupations on a 
common ground of cordiality and understand 
ing—not a religious club, not a political club, 
not a social club, nor, in its strict sense, a 
business club—but rather as we of the Ta- 
coma club have sometimes called it, a friend- 
ship elub.

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Business ethics, or business morality, then 
a Rotary ideal! If you think that visionary, 
| ask you to recall the vision of Paul Harris 
and those few men who such a few years ago 
first conceived the Rotary idea. By being 
here today you men demonstrate your faith 
in their vision. The growth of the clubs to 
a size never dreamed of by the founders, and 
their continued success in every undertaking 
so far, justifies the prediction that once de- 
clared as a Rotary precept, once established 
on a high plane as a condition of member- 
ship, the idea would spread like wild fire. 
It is the old principle of a little leaven in 
the loaf, or the widening circles from the 
pebble dropped into the pond. And Rotary 
would take on a new meaning both to those 
within and those without its membership. 


As I have said, the Rotary club can not 
claim a new invention by adopting such a 
set of rules, nor can it command a monopoly 
of business morality,—it wants none. But 
it can help conquer those forces which too 
largely prevail in business and tend to make 
it base; it can co-ordinate, unify and direct 
those other forces which have been working 
in business since the doctrine of caveat 
emptor—let the buyer beware—was abol- 
ished, and the doctrine of honesty as the 
best policy has come to be understood. 

In these respects the professions are in 
advance of business. ‘The physician is care- 
fully schooled in the fundamentals of pro- 
fessional etiquette and professional conduct. 
His success in his profession and his stand- 
ing in the respect of the community is predi- 
cated on the strict observance of those prin- 
ciples and practices. ‘The members of the 
county, state and national medical and surgi- 
cal societies are interested in seeing that the 
profession is not disgraced. 

The lawyer is an officer of the court and 
he has well defined boundaries within which 
he must travel in the protection of the per- 
sonal or property rights of his client. He, 
also, is responsible that he does not trans- 


gress to the courts and to the county, state 
and national bar associations. 

Now, what of the business man? Has it 
not seemed to you business men sometimes 
that business is out of joint? One reason, | 
believe, is that there is no standard of con- 
duct. Such a code of ethics would be such 
a standard, assuring with some degree of 
confidence that the rules of the game musi 
not be transgressed. Why not make busi- 
ness a profession? ‘The profession of busi- 
ness! It has been done. One of the most 
valued customers of our company advertises 
in a dignified way “We make the lumber 
business our profession.” And why not let 
the Rotary club lead the way by putting 
into practice the code of ethics for the pro- 
fession of business. Let these regulations 
itemize some of the common business prac- 
tices which perhaps do not in themselves 
violate law, which, unfortunately, is often 
the business man’s criterion of conduct, but 
which do violate the Golden Rule. 

To make a start, there is no need to wait 
for the rules to be established for us. Let’s 
begin today to practice. Let every club re- 
solve to be in its community the one busi- 
ness organization which does not tolerate in 
its membership questionable conduct in busi 
ness transactions. Let the membership com- 
mittees in their investigations of prospective 
new members make searching inquiry con- 
cerning other qualifications for membership 
than ability to be present at meetings and 
willingness to pay the dues, and let the new 
members understand that Rotary stands for 
something, and has high ideals. 

I feel that I have very imperfectly con- 
veyed to you the thought that is in my mind. 
“Your old men shall dream dreams, you 
young men shall see visions.” Mine is that 
membership in a Rotary club may soon come 
to be considered not only a greater oppor 
tunity for service, but an endorsement of 
character and of moral responsibility equa 
to the highest rating of the commercial agen- 
cies in the field of financial responsibility.

Good Roads Mean “Safety First’ Roads 








Rotary Roads 


Make Them GOOD and Keep Them OPEN 


By T. A. DeVilbiss

N THIS day of progress and reason, any 
I movement, radical or otherwise, teeming 
with betterment for the whole is surely 
a good thing for the Rotarian to tie to 
each and everyone contributing his mite till 
the full and potent force of united Rotarian 
influence is behind the movement. 

Good and better roads agitation—in an 
already large and in a rapidly increasing 
number of places and states it is beyond the 
point of agitation—is something that should 
receive the attention and “bodily” support ol! 
the Rotary clubs everywhere. 

What We Should Do. Helping to get 
good roads where they are an unknown quan- 
tity and to secure better roads where some 
so-called good ones now obtain, is the duty 
we owe to the community in which we live. 

Inestimable and general good would come 
from such support. Your fellowman, your- 
self, everybody would be benefited. ‘lhen, 
too, to swing into step with the pioneers of 
such a movement would in time redound 
greatly to the credit of Rotarianism. 

A Suggestion. Rather than attempt to 
cover the subject in hand in its entirety in a 
limited space, and thereby really cover noth- 
ing, I desire to present a suggestion for the 
building or laying-out of good roads. ‘The 
importance of this suggestion has been driven 
home in a most forcible manner at one time 
or another to perhaps 90 per cent of the 
readers of this article, however, to my knowl- 
edge, it has never been brought up for gen- 
eral discussion. 

The Purpose Of The Road. The road is 
built to serve. Whether it be a national 
highway or a farm road, there are those who 
from necessity and those who from choice, 
or pleasure bent, use that road. That road, 
then, is a general utility and provision should 
be made not to let it defeat its own purpose. 

This provision should be made at the time 
of building the road—not necessarily in ma- 
terials used and the mode of construction, 
that’s another matter to be regulated wholly 
by local conditions, but in the planning and 
laying-out of the road. The “closed road” 
sign would then be tabooed generally—being 
used only under extreme and extraordinary 
cireumstances. 


The Single Track-road Fallacy. The aver- 
age road-building idea, as the writer has 
found it, is to stone or macadamize the en- 
tire width—sometimes, however, a dirt 
strip is left at one side, usually, though, too 
narrow for practical use—thereby compelling 
the complete blocking of the road in case 
of any little, out-of-the-ordinary repair work 
In any event the user of the 
road is greatly inconvenienced and is not bet- 
ter off than if no roadway were there at all. 

Abolish The Road” Sign. To 
preclude all possibility of such a thing, as is 
described in the foregoing paragraph, hap- 
pening and in consequence to eliminate the 
inconvenience- hardship—now 
experienced by local and transient users alike, 
is the thing to be done and it could be ac- 
complished, briefly put: by the building of 
roads sufficiently wide to take at least a 20 
foot center of a special surfacing treatment, 
and to allow for an earth strip or roadway of 
reasonable width on both sides. 

No matter what the nature of any repair 
work might be, there would be a road for 
travelers going in opposite directions—ob- 
viating absolutely all necessity of devising 
some special means of passing as is now 
the case. ‘The road would always be open. 
The cost of making and surfacing such a 
road would be no greater than the cost of

: but strictly as a matter of what is best for 
/ all, and as a safeguard against avoidable ac- 
cidents. 

The proposed suggestion in its entirety 
comprises as an additional feature the Safety 
First element. It does entirely away with 
the necessity of “hugging” the road to avoid 
going into the ditch in passing another. It 
gives every motorist a clear track—no dis- 
astrous accidents such as rear end collisions 
or the skidding into the ditch in an attempt 
to get away from such a collision. The roads 
are always open—you can always go, ahead 
or around—with the average hand at the 
wheel safety should abound. 

Why We Should Act. We are business 
men. We believe in living and in making 
it possible for others to live. Furthermore a 
remarkably large percentage of us own auto- 
mobiles—this was brought to the writer’s 
attention in a compelling fashion at a recent 
meeting of local Rotarians when the presi- 
dent, for personal satisfaction, asked all who 
owners of the Toledo-made Overland

To the Rotarian, the business man and the 
man who takes an occasional pleasure jaunt 
in his car, the matter of good and better 
roads and the suggestion herein offered in 
particular should loom up big and important. 
Should anyone doubt the feasibility of this 
















suggestion, let him motor or drive in a 
strange country and be compelled to detour 
3, 4, 5 or so miles over a still stranger route 
because of an inadequate, blocked road. It 
is just such an experience or two that brought 
the idea to my mind—such an experience is 
convincing, is a clincher. 

Let’s Bear In Mind. In addition to this 
suggestion, let us bear in mind that people 
are not going “back to the farm” as long as 
the roads are bad; that good roads mean 
quicker and more comfortable travel for the 
horse-drawn vehicle as well as the automo- 
bile; that the well-kept road is a thing of 
beauty, comfort and profit, makes farm land 
worth more money and worth living on; that 
the reduction of grades, the shortening of 
routes and the betterment of road surfaces 
all enter into the cost of transportation, 
whether on a rubber or steel tire; that in 
making .better roads we are developing a 
greater in-road for business, likewise a great- 
er outlet for products; that practically every- 
thing we eat and wear must travel over a 
public road once, and sometimes twice, be 
fore we get it, and yet, some people still con- 
tend that bad roads have nothing to do with 
the high cost of living; that the time should, 
and will doubtless, come when people will say, 
“we are twenty minutes from town” instead 
of three miles, or “twenty minutes from our 
country home,” if you ‘please, instead of 
three miles out. : 

Let us bear all of these points in mind in 
working for good roads—ROTARY ROADS 
—the kind that are above the average, thi 
kind that are always open.

Do You Want To Do Business in Great Britain? 





Methods of Trade Extension In England 


Reprinted From “Associated Advertising”

Every year America is visited by Englishmen 
who are interested in persuading American manu- 
facturers to use English publications for adver- 
tising purposes. Some of these men are undoubted- 
ly interested in serving their clients, but it is cer- 
tain that at least a few of them are more interested 
in getting a slice of the advertising appropriation. 
What is here said about our visitors may with 
equal truth be said of some of our American 
solicitors. The best magazines and newspapers 
will no longer allow a man to advertise, no matter 
how much space he wants to buy, unless there is a 
chance -for him to advertise successfully. 

At the Toronto convention it is certain that 
American advertising managers will be approached 
by visitors who are interested in getting Ameri- 
can advertising for foreign publications. It may 
be well for them to study foreign trade conditions 
so as to be ready. Consul Samuel M. Taylor 
writes from England: 

‘*TIn the consular district of Nottingham—while 
large, and containing the important cities of Not- 
tingham, Leicester, Derby, Lincoln and Grantham, 
besides a number of lesser cities and towns, and a 
very important agricultural area—there are very 
few importations made direct from the United 
States. This does not mean that American prod- 
ucts are not on the market; on the contrary, in 
certain lines American products are an important 
factor. But American manufacturers who have 
built up a trade pursued very different methods 
from the usual ones followed by the average 
manufacturer who attempts to enter this market. 
The usual method is to write to the consul for a 
list of names of local dealers in his (the manu- 
facturer’s) line. A list is supplied and this is 
followed by advertising matter to each firm on 
the list, setting forth the merits of articles and, 
possibly, terms, ete. In addition to the list of 
names the consul’ may go into extended analysis 
of the local situation and may point out that so 
and so was specially interested. ’’ 

Mr. Tayor, in order to be able to help American 
business men, interviewed members of firms as to 
whether they paid any attention to the letters and 
literature received from the United States. This 
sample interview is illuminating—or should be 
to Mr. Advertising and Mr. Sales: 

‘‘Does your firm, as a representative one of 
Nottingham, take any interest in any of the cata- 
logues or samples sent to you at our suggestion 
by would-be American exporters?’’ 

‘Never; save to admire the superior get-up of 
the advertising matter.’’ 

‘*Do you do any importing from the States?’’ 
_ **Yes; I import one article which is only made 
in America and is securely protected by patents, 
but that is all. With dealers here there is very 
little importing, if any. My ease is exceptional. 


If any articles are imported direct they are likely 
to be patented ones which are obtainable in no 
other way.’’ 

‘*Tf you wished to handle a line of foreign 
goods, would you import them yourself from the 
United States?’’ 

‘*T might if I knew the makers and could do 
business with them direct, but I would prefer to 
do business with an American firm which had a 
foreign agent in England, some one with whom 
I could be in touch and, in case of dispute, could 
lay my hands on.’’ 

‘*Are your views the views of the average deal 
er here?’’ 

‘IT am sure they are. Dealers here do 
not carry stock sufficient to warrant importing. 
If they purchase, it is from some firm in London 
or Liverpool or Manchester, houses large enough 
to carry a stock that may be examined before 
purchase, and can make quick delivery, and who 
are in a position to be compelled to make good 
their contract of sale. In provincial districts like 
this it is simpler and safer to carry only limited 
stocks.’’ 

‘*So you think that most of the and 
literature sent over here to local merchants are 
lost efforts for the sender?’’ 

‘* Yes; decidedly so. They find the 
basket very quickly.’’ 

He further said: ‘‘I have tried to do business 
myself with American firms. In fact, I visited 
America trying to open up an importing connec- 
tion. I met the big representative men in my line, 
but the expense of the trip was lost money.’’ 

There seems to be little chance for an American 
firm that hasn’t local branches to do much busi- 
The Englishmen want to see what they buy, 
or at least they want a chance to return the goods 
that are not satisfactory. There is no use in flood- 
ing England with advertising matter unless sales 
can be closed. Mr. Taylor gives this advice: 

‘‘The advertising matter—catalogues, pamphlets, 
ete.—sent out by American manufacturers wins 
the admiration of local dealers for the tasteful- 
ness of arrangement and superiority of finish, and 
it is a pity that its merits are not more generously 
rewarded with orders. If this advertising matter 
sent to local dealers contained on it the additional 
information that the goods mentioned are on view 
and for sale in some place in London or Liverpool 
or Manchester, as the case may be, I am certain 
local dealers in many, if not most, would 
lay it away for reference instead of consigning it 
to the waste-basket, as at present. 

‘*Establish central agencies first, preferably 
with well-known English houses, then follow with 
the advertising information to local dealers. The 
names and other information from the 
consul will then be a valuable asset.’’

Enter car full of Rotarians, and the native orator (perfectly sober) Orator loquitur (consult 
glossary). 

“This, gentlemen, is Main Street, the greatest business artery of Houston. The great structure 
we are now crossing is the Viaduct, erected a few years ago at a cost of $1,000,000. Below us you 
will see the waters of Buffalo Bayou, the head of the Houston Ship Channel, and of navigation, 

“The wide expanse of water you see in the distance is the Turning Basin. The vessels you 
see at anchor there have come up through the Ship Channel, recently deepened at an expense of 
$5,000,000, of which sum the United States Government furnished half, and the City of Houston 
furnished the other half. This Channel is what makes Housten the greatest inland seaport in the 
world, 

“To the North, Main Street runs through the factory, shop and railroad district of the city. 
It would be exceedingly interesting to traverse it, but for today our trip is toward the South. 

“We are now crossing Franklin®’ Avenue, known as ‘Bank Corner.’ That tallest building is 
the First National Bank; the other three tall buildings are also bank buildings. 

(Honk, honk!) 

“That tall building to the right is the Union National Bank. The cone en the left is the 
Seanlan Building, 

“We are now crossing Texas Avenue. The eighteen story structure en the right is our mam- 
moth new Rice Hotel. Just two blocks in that direction is cur great fire-proof City Auditorium and 
beautiful Majestic Theatre, sessions of the Convention are to be held at both places, 

“The two buildings just a block away are the Post and Chronicle Buildings 

“That next tall building on the right belengs to the Texas Cempany. The great hotel building 
we are now passing is the Bender, the Rotarian Hotel of Housten. j 

“We are now crossing Rusk Avenue. Two blocks to the left you see our Federal Building, and 
just beyond it is our Central Senior High School. 

“The tall building just beyond the Bender Hotel is the Carter Building. 

“We are now cressing McKinney Avenue. The elegant stone church to the right is the First 
Presbyterian Church. The handsome building adjoining it is the Carnegie Library. The tall build- 
ing to the left is our magnificent Y. M. C. A. 

“We are now passing ‘gasoline row,’ as you will observe from the number of handsome cars 
displayed in the windows en both sides. 

“The handsome Church structure we are now passing is the First Methodist, representing in 
its plant over a quarter of a million of dollars. 

“You will observe that we are now beginning to enter the district of handsome residences. 
Notice the beautiful shade trees lining both sides of the bread street, These trees are part of the 
pride ef Houston. On the Hill Block to the left you will notice a particularly beautiful group of 
live oaks, showing their typical form, and the grey moss that you have seen in the picture books. 

“Among the other Churches that we pass are the Central Christian, the Christian Science. and 
the Second Presbyterian. The handsome dome which you see to the right, as we cross McGowan, is 
that of St. Paul’s Methodist, Rotarian Dr. Sam R. Hay’s ouarters. 

“We are now crossing Holman Avenue. The beautiful building with the stone columns which 
yeu see to the left is our new South End Junior High School. on a beautiful camouus ef ten acres, 
surrounded by rows of live oak trees. This is one of two such High Schools which the city has 
recently erected, The other is on the North Side. ? 

“The two railroads we are now cressing are the Southern Pacific and the Aransas Pass. It 
is fortunate fer us that we do not have to cross the tracks of our other fifteen roads. 

“And now we begin to see some of cur native pine trees lining the sides of the boulevard. 
Plans are already eon feot to widen the boulevard to 100 feet, and to plant a double row of trees 
and palms down the center. 

“We have now reached the Rice Institute, the handsome buildings of which you see adorning 
the campus just beyond the magnificent gateway. 

“This is one of the richest educational institutions in the world, having an endowment fund 
valued at some twelve million dollars. It will pay you to spend some while here, looking ever 
buildings that have been pronounced by critics to be some of the most artistic in the world. The 
ear will wait for you until you are through. 

“No trouble at all; you are perfectly weleceme.
